self, with little fear of detection. As the 
vouchers, numbers and orders were all 
regular the Decatur and other postoffioes 
victimized in the same manner, could not 
do otherwise in the absence of cause for 
suspicion, than fork over the cash. Post- 
master Lytle baa telegraphed full partic- 
ulars of the methods used here to get the 
money, and he has got credit at Wash- 
ington for the full amount, Government 
officials are after the Lewiston man and 
will doubtless recover most of the money, 
and send him to the penitentiary for a 
long term,

The deceased was aged about 38 years

454, and was held in high esteem by th 
people of the community.

The New Corn Peat. 


The farmers in various sections of the 


state are much concerned over the exist- 
ence of a destructive worm iu their corn 
field?, which is destrojing many fields of 
corn. The State Journal states that the 
new pest is called the Root Web-Worm 
Although working somewhat like tbe cut- 
worms, it belongs to another family of 
moths, and may easily be distinguished 
from these by its habits and the charac- 
ter of its iDJaries. If a hill of corn dam- 
aged by this insect be carefully examined 
a mass of dirt loosely webbed together 
will invariably be found just beneath the 
surface of tbe ground, close beside the 
young stalk or among the larger roots. 
If the nest (irregular in shaoe, and com- 
monly about as large as ft hickory nnt) 
be opened, a reddish, bristly, active worm, 
half an inch or more in length (if full 
grown), will be found hidden within, the 
matted earth evidently serving as a re- 
treat from danger. The stalk of the af- 
fected plant will be found gnawed irregu- 
larly beneath the earth, sometimes wholly 
severed as by a cutworm, bat more com- 
monly scanned, or bored lengthwise, 
either superficially or through the centre 
of the stalk. From one to eight or ten 
larvse may be found in a single hill. 
These worms are of a pale reddish brown 
color, without stripes, and marked only 
by rather large, shining, dark spots, each 
bearing a long black hair. The head is 
dark chocolate brown with B few long 
yellowish hairs, 


THESE is an insect known as the 


elm-tree beetle that has quite gen- 
erally attacked the elm trees of our 
Eastern States. The United States 
Agricultural Department has recently 
issued a report on the habits of the 
insect and the most effective means 
of protecting the foliage of the elm 
against its ravages. 
The eggs are 


deposited on the under side of the 
leaves in groups, and the larvfe sub- 
sist on the leaves for about two 
weeks, when they fall to the earth 
and change to puppe. But there are 
several generations each year, and 
the trees are liable to their ravages 
from May to August. Several rncdes 
of exterminating them have been ex- 
perimented with. The one recom- 
mended as the most simple and sat- 
isfactory is to syringe the trees with 
Paris green or London purple, the 
latter being preferred as less injuri- 
ous to the trees. Three-fourths of & 
pound of the poison and three quarts 
of flour to a barrel of water will 
make a mixture of sufficient strength.

Letter From Dakota.

DAKOTA, June 7, 1885. f 


EDS. EtPCBLWAN:—I wrote my first letter 


In March, and as the public have perhaps re- 
covered therefrom and long since forgotten 
that It was ever written, I vrill again "appear 
before you," lest the weekly visits of tbe good 
REPUBLICAN cease. It seems rather nice to 
get a printed letter from home, so to speak, 
every week, just for the occasional contribu- 
tion of a scrap of ink-soiled paper. As It la 
the only Decatur paper tnai haa followed us 
Into "The Great Northwest" its weekly arrival 
Is eagerly looked for by us all. 
I fear to trust myself on the subject of Da- 
kota In June, lest I may be accused of exag- 
geration. The beauty (and heat) of aummor 
bursts OE one all ao suddenly that It makes 
one feel that, somehow, he must be tbe victim 
of a practical joko. Alter one of those "long 
and dreary winters" that you've ail heard 
about; after the coy promises of Spring have 
seemed so long about to be fulnlled; after the 
grass has actually peeped, and the first deli- 
cate flower has given you a glimpse ot heaven; 
after a May Hurry of snow has devastated 
your Eden and made you wonder if there uill 
be any summer this year; then behold I tbe hill- 
sides are covoied with green and gold and 
purple. Tho sun shines aa blandly as if his 
lacohad never been hidden at all, imd you cim 
only think ol Aladdin's palace, and wonder 
wlion you accidentally rubbed Ihe enchanted 
lamp. You waiit to rub your eyea and be con- 
vinced that j on have been musmeri^ed and 
that It never was winter at all. Thus June 
came to us but tbo other d iy—she hasn't sent 
lor her wild roses yet, nt least they hadn't 
come yesterday. Tuero is a mi^t o\er this 
part ol the earth today. Perhaps when that 
rises they will be here, all in bloom, trying to 
make us believe they nave been hcio all ulooe-. 
-Uuuylbing la natuio coui I pio\oku me to 
the perpetration oi a poem, it would bo Da- 
kota in tho month ol Juric, so, lor the love oi 
humanity 1 willbtop beru, 
This piomisea to ue a remarkably good sca- 


nou lor crops. Drought, that mucli-to-be- 
tdired calamity oi a new, unbiokeu country, 
is not csiu-mg any au.\lety In this section at 
present. H the iarmt'rd had ordeiod the 
weather it tou'd not g-lvobotei satisfaction 
Here in the hills (ao called) we are especially 
fa^ ored, beiuy only a low miles from tbe lakes 
ol' the Military aud Indian Keserves, and con- 
sequently getting a hoii\ lor rainfall tban they 
have In thu valleys. Ercnif this were not eo, 
we can stand drought better than they oi the 
A alley. Tne hills roiain moisture so much 
better tbtm the low lands bcyoad. It seema 
incredible, too, as tho soil Is so mrllow ami 
loamy that one would think the r.iin « ould sink 
clear through and (fertilise some of taoso des- 
ert plateaus ot Western China. 
Considerable damage to wheat has been 
caused by hail iu this section oi Dakota, so 
much so that hail insurance companies are 
now in existence. Corn.matured well last 
year. Some ot It compares fa\orably with 
Illinois corn. Farmers plant it on tno freshlv 
plowed sod and let it take care of Itselt. It 
shades the sod ami causes it to rot bettor 
If 
it matures, well aud^-ootl; it riot, the lodder 
pays lor tee seed and sllgtit labor, it is being 
talsccl now that it would pay to give corn 
raising more a teutlon In Dakota. 
A good dual ol tanning is being done here 
yet with oien: but they are giving place to 
horses as last as peopl > become able to make 
the exchange. Tho handsomest horses I e^er 
saw in my lite I have seen on Dakota roads 
The prairies here certainly iurnlsh the finest 
driving paiks In the world, i'ou can drive 
and drive until you kill your horse, and not 
realize that you have gone any distance 
For a person ot ample mums I don't know 
where a better place could bo tound to enj iy 
a summer, or even a winter (such as last win- 
ter) than Dakota. Hut if you are not "Hush," 
and think ot coming to Dakota to stay, come 
just tho same, and you will be In the majority; 
but just bring your fjnt along—you may need 
it. Last Sabbath was the first opportunity 
some ot us had had of attending church for 
almost a year. Our neighbor one mile north 
being a local preacher made an appointment 
at the Fort. We went through the rain, glad 
of a chance to go to church through anything. 
The services were held in the library building 
In the school room—a nice, comlorlab e build- 
lug. The long tables, with chairs and benches, 
made mp think of Supt. Trainer's ollice; but 
this is a lighter, pleasanter room. The con- 
gregat'on, besides our own crowd, consisted 
of a low ladles and children (officers' wives 
and daughters), a few white gentlemen, some 
colored soldiers and a few Indian men aid 
women. All gave respectful attention to tho 
earn st talk ol the minister. One colored 
man—the (only one of the common soldiers 
who professes Christianity—rose and testllied 
In his native eloquent style that he was "free." 
Lieutenant Hiehes extended an onrnist (nu- 
tation for the citizens to come in and hplp in 
the Sunday school. This olbcer meets every 
Sabbath with all in the garrison who will come, 
and holds sabbath school. 1 noticed Sunday 
lltPrature lylnfr around on the tabks in great 
plenty—all prmldud out ol the lieutenant's 
own means. He Buys "they" laugh at him, 
but he tells "thi<m" it doesn't cost as much as 
be used to pay 1 ir beer and clgurg 
This post WHS established In ISW, the Indians 
being removed here after their bloody nmssa- 
oieol'the whites in Minnesota. I suppose tue 
Fort WHS originally established with a view to 
protecting tbt'whites from the Indians; but 
chemllltfliy authority seems principally em- 
ployed now In protectingthe ludlanslrom the 
whiles. I hope to \isit tho Reservation rre 
long, and see tho "noble red man" m his wiy- 
wam. To my mind there has been a good deal 
of poetic Imagination wasted on these "dusky 
braves."

Discoveries in the Yellowstone National 


Park. 


Among the arrivals in the city from 


tho north yesterday was Mr. G. L. 
Henderson, one of the superintendents 
of the Yellowstone National Park, who 
has resided in the park since 1882. 
During that period he has made many 
valuable researches and discoveries. 
His investigations in that portion of 
the park lying in the forks of the Fire- 
hole River, south of Marshall's Hotel, 
were especially important. 
The dis- 


coveries made in the park last year are 
considered of especial value and im- 
portance, both from their extent and 
character. 
Mr. Henderson, replying 


to inquiries, said: 


"The whole of last November and 


the first half of December was so fine 
in the Geyser basin that a party, con- 
sisting of myself, Assistant Superinten- 
dent W. J. Weimer, and George W. 
Marshall, were enabled to make the 
most careful search that had ever been 
made in hat region of hot springs, 
spouting geysers and mud volcanoes. 


"What the old guide book designates 


as the Lower Geyser Basin contains 
over a thousand objects of special in- 
terest, not over throe of which have 
bocu named or oven noticed, and. at 
best the whole was condensed into a 
fuw lines or a single paragraph, and 


j for the reason that it was both a terra 


incognita and innominutii. 


"The Chemical Basin, of -which there 


are three divisions, contains vast bowls 
or basins of decomposed rock, pulver- 
ized and in a liquid, jelly-like form, of 
everv shade and color, and so hot that 
it would be instant death to any living 
thing which had the misfortune to slip 
down the oily walls into one of these 
seething abysses. 


"The most remarkable of those boil- 


ing paint bowls I named Lindren's 
Garden, in honor of Baron von Lindren, 
of Amsterdam, who, during his visit to 
the National Park last October, was the 
first to observe and to sketch the mar- 
velous floral forms that rise incessantly 
and bloom a brief moment and then 
fade away, to be succeeded by a never- 
ending and ever-varying display of 
lilies, roses, sunflowers. 
1'he kaleido- 


scopic floral morphology is created on 
the surface of a thick cream-colored 
paint in a bowl thirty feet in diameter. 
Every flower form is well defined and is 
never repeated. No waste and no de- 
lay. 


""This basin lies south of Chemical 


Basin and is even more wonderful, 
though in another way. 
It contains 


over three hundred miniature moun- 
tains, each of which sends out pud's of 
steam, and several of them are active 
mud volcanoes. 
One of those opened 


at the top like the jaws of a bulldog, 
and there were five successive erup- 
tions of white lava sent up vertically 
about three feet, when the opening 
closed with a snap, after which the 
lava slowly trickled down the sides of 
the mountain and soon hardened into a 
crust like dry putty. 
Another one 


close by had an eruption, sending up 
at each discharge, a few seconds apart, 
small marble-shaped balls, most of 
which fell back into the crater. 


"On flic west bank of the Firehole 


River an active geysersent up every fif- 
teen or tweny minutes a volume of boil- 
ing water about ninety feet high. The 
crater to the depth o"f thirty feet was 
lined with a series of skull-like knobs 
ranged in rows as if a phrcjiologist had 
been collecting a cabinet of craniums. 
There were skulls of every form and 
size, from that of an infant to a giant's 
in size, and from that of an iuiot to a 
Bacon in form. 


"Near the Skull Geyser and close by 


the river is a most singular looking 
pool containing a coarse, black sand. 
From some inexplicable cause this 
black sand rises like a huge bubble and 
falls back, leaving the water for an in- 
stant tin-bid, after which it becomes as 
clear as crystal.

Civil Eights Bill. 


The following is the text of Rep- 


resentative Thomas' "Civil Eights" 
bill, which has been passed by the 
Illinois Legislature, and now awaits 
the signature of the Governor to be- 
come a law : 
AN ACT to protect all citizens in their 


civil and legs! rigbtp, sod filing a pen- 
alty for violation of the same, 
SECTION 1. Be it enacted, etc., 


That all persons within the jurisdic- 
tion of said State shall be entitled to 
the full and equal enjoyment of the 
accommodations, advantages, facili- 
ties and privileges of inns, restau- 
rants, eating-honses, barber-shops, 
public conveyances on land or water, 
theaters and all other places of pub- 
lic accommodation and amusement, 
subject only to the conditions and 
limitations established by law and 
applicable alike to all citizens. 


SEC, 2. That any person who 


shall violate any of the provisions of 
the foregoing section by denying to 
any citizen, except for reasons appli- 
cable alike to all citizens of every 
race and color, and regardless of 
color or race, the full enjoyment of 
any of the accommodations, advan- 
tages, facilities or privileges in said 
section enumerated, or by aiding or 
inciting such denial, shall for every 
such offense forfeit and pay a sum 
not less than $25 nor more than §500 
to the person aggrieved (hereby, to 
be recovered in any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction, in the county where 
said offense was committed, and shall 
also for every such offense be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined not 
to exceed §500, or shall be impris 
oned not more than one year, or 
both ; and provided, further, that s 
judgment in favor of the party ag- 
grieved or punishment upon an in- 
dictment shall be a bar to either 
prosecution, respectively.

In describing bis origin, General Granl 


says he is ol the eighth generation in 
descent from Matthew Grant, who came 
to America from Dorchester, Eng., it 
1C30, and settled at Dorchester, Mass 
General Grant's great-grandfather, Noah 
Grant, was an officer in the English 
army la the war of 1750 against the 
Trench and Indians, and his grandfather, 
Noah Grunt, fought in the revolution 
against England. 


Grant was born at Point Pleasant, 


Ohio. lie received his appointment at 
West Point through Hou. Thomas Mor- 
ris, Senator from Ohio. The fact thai 
he had no early learning toward military 
life is shown by his at first wishins to 
refuse the appointment. Ills father, a 
man not to to be refused, told him to 
go, and he went. His reluctance arosf 
from n fear that ho would not pass 
the examination. On May 24th, 1861, 
Grant wrote to the Adjutant-General, 
offering the Government his military 
service in any capacity. 
No notice was 


taken of the letter, nnd it is notpreserveti 
in the flies of the War Department, Gen- 
eral Grant, in describing his first meeting 
with the enemy, when he commanded a 
regiment, naively admits that he was 
very much frightened. On seeing the re- 
treat of the opposition force without 
awaiting attack, the idea struck him that 
their commander was probably as much 
frightened as he was. 
This view of the 


matter remained in bis mind, and he 
never thereafter felt trepidation in the 
presence of the enerav.

the base of supplies leading to it. We 
were also operating in a country un- 
known to us and without a competent 


guide or maps showing the roads accur- 
ately. Estimating Lee's strength in the 
same manner as ours, the enemy had not 
less than 80,000 men at the start. His re- 
inforcements during the campaign were 
about equal to ours, deducting our dis- 
charged men and those sent back. Lee 
was on the defensive and in a country 
in which every stream, every road, every 
obstacle to the movement of troops, and 
every natural defense was familiar. The 
citizens were all friendly, and furnished 
him accurate reports of our every move- 
ment. Rear guards were not necessary 
for him, and having always n railroad at 
his back, large wagon trains were not 
required. All circumstances considered, 
we did not have any advantage of num- 
bers. * * » * More severe fighting 
has not been witnessed on this continent 
than that of the oth and Gth of May, 18C4. 
Our victory consisted in having success- 
fully crossed a formidable stream almost 
in the face of the enemy, and getting the 
army together afterward as a unit. 
We 


gained an advantage on the morning of 
the 5th, which, if it had been followed 
up, must have proven very decisive. 
In 


the evening the enemy gained an advant- 
age, but was speedily repulsed. 
As we 


stood at the close, the two armies 
were 
relatively 
in 
about 
the 


same condition to meet each other 
as when the river had divided them. But 
the fact of safely crossing was a victory. 
* * * * On the morning ol the 7th 
we sent out pickets and skirmishers to 
discover the posilion of the enemy, but 
Lee showed no disposition to come out. 
About midday Warren was directed to 
make |a reconnisance in force. This 
drew some sharp firing, but there waa no 
attempt on the part of the rebels to drive 
him back. This ended the battle of the 
Wilderness. Our losses in the Wilder- 
ness were 2,210 killed, 8,785 wounded 
and 2,902 missing—probably nearly all 
the latter captured by the enemy. 


In giving reminiscences of Lee's sur- 


render, General Grant says: "I found 
General Lee had been brought into our. 
lines aud conducted to a house be- 
longing to a Mr. McLean, and was there 
with one ol his staff awaiting my ar- 
rival. The head of his column was oc- 
cupying a hill, a portion which was an 
apple orchard.

Our conversation 
grew so pleasant that I almost forgot the 
object of our meetina. 
General Lee was 


accompanied by one of his staff, Colonel 
Marshall. I had all ol my staff with me, 
a good portion of whom were in the 
room during the whole of the intervie-w."
